The figures of blrttu arrl di »fctn shown In thin stato- 
meat for weak ending the 6th June, 1963, relate to 
183 towns with on estimated population of 24,861 thousands. 
The total number of towns is 295 and their population is 
36,086 thousands. Thus 62% of the total number of towns 
representing 69% of the total population is covered In 
this statement. The numbers of births and deaths recorded 
la these towns were 12,605 and 7,752 representing birth 
and death rates of 26-3 and 16*2 per thousand of 
population respectively. 

[A) States (Ports A and C ). — The data here relate to 
163 towns with no estimated population of 21,488 thousands. 
Information about Bihar, Madhya Pradesh and West Bengal 
oould not be included. The total number of towns is 249 and 
their population is 30,736 thousands. Thus 65% of the total 
number of towns representing 70% of the total popu- 
lation is covered. The number of births and deaths 
recorded In these towns were 11,072 and 6,877 


representing birth and death rates of 26-8 end 16' 6 per 
thousand of population respectively. The table at the end 
gives the position by States. 

Malegaon in Bombay was the only town which reoorded 
a high death rate of 66-1 per thousand of population and ' 
this high death rate was mainly due to deaths from fevers. 

(B) States (Part B). — The data here relate to 20 towns 
with an estimated population of 3,373 thousands. The total 
number of towns is 46 and their population is 5,350 the u tand*. 
Thue 43% of total number of towns representing 63% «f 
total population is oovered. The numlters of births and 
deaths reoorded in these towns were 1,533 and 875 repre- 
senting birth and death rates of 23 ‘ 6 and 13 5 per thousand 
of population respectively. 

No town reoorded a high death rate of 60 or over 
per thousand of population.
